I  have  the  honour  to  submit,  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Council  of  Supervision,  the  Annual  Report  of  this  Asylum 
for  the  year  1901,  to  which  are  appended  the  usual  statistics 
showing  the  admissions,  discharges  and  deaths  which  took  place 
during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1901,  and  the  financial 
tables  relating  to  the  expenditure  during  the  vear  ended  31st 
March,  1902. 

The  total  number  of  cases  under  detention  during  the  year  was 
705,  viz.,  511  males  and  194  females,  and  the  daily  average 
number  resident  was  659,  viz.,  485  men  and  174  women. 

On  the  1st  January,  1901,  the  number  of  inmates  was  652,  of 
whom  482  were  males  and  170  females. 

During  the  year  29  men  and  24  women  were  admitted  ;  6  men 
and  7  women  were  conditionally  liberated  ;  1  man  and  1  woman 
were  removed  to  Prison  recovered ;  8  men  were  removed  to 
County  and  Borough  Asylums  ;  10  men  and  7  women  died. 

at  the  end  of  the  year  there  remained  in  the  Asylum 
665  patients,  viz.,  486  men  and  179  women.

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The  crimes  and  sentences  of  the  665  inmates  remaining  in  the 
Asylum  at  the  end  of  the  year,  classified  with  reference  to  the 
period  at  which  the  insanity  was  recognised,  are  given  in 
Table  28,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Asylum  then  con¬ 
tained  369  inmates  (227  men  and  142  women)  who  had  committed 
murder,  27  (23  men  and  4  women)  who  had  committed  man¬ 
slaughter,  and  180  (158  men  and  22  women)  who  had  been  guilty 
of  attempts  to  murder,  maim,  &c. 

Reduced  to  percentages,  these  figures  show  that  59*55  per 
cent,  of  the  Asylum  population  were  cases  of  homicide — 5T44 
per  cent,  being  males,  and  8T56  per  cent,  females. 

The  form  of  insanity  associated  with  the  particular  crime  or 
offence  is  shown  in  Table  28a. 

Of  the  53  admissions,  3  men  and  2  women  were  certified 
insane  before  trial  ;  3  men  and  7  women  were  found  insane 
on  arraignment  ;  19  men  and  14  women  were  tried  and  found 
“  guilty,  but  insane”;  1  man  had  been  sentenced  to  death  and 
respited  on  the  ground  of  insanity  ;  and  3  men  and  1  woman 
were  convicts  under  sentences  of  penal  servitude. 

The  admissions  included  3  women  who  had  previously  been 
inmates  of  the  Asylum.

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In  the  28  murder  cases  admitted  dnring  the  year,  1  was 
certified  insane  before  trial ;  8  were  found  insane  on  arraign¬ 
ment  ;  18  were  found  “  guilty,  but  insane,”  and  1  was  respited 
on  the  ground  of  insanity. 

The  rate  of  mortality,  calculated  upon  the  daily  average  number 
of  inmates  during  the  year,  was  2*58  per  cent.  ;  being  2*06  for 
the  males,  and  4*02  for  the  females. 

The  yearly  average  percentage  of  deaths  since  the  opening  of 
the  Asylum  is  3T1  for  the  males  and  2*37  for  the  females  ;  or 
2*93  for  both  sexes. 

The  deaths  were  all  due  to  natural  causes.  In  every  case  a 
post-mortem  examination  was  made,  and  the  Coroner  held  the 
usual  inquests. 

The  average  age  at  death  (for  both  sexes  was  53*65  years. 

There  was  no  escape  during  the  year,  and  in  no  case  was  it 
found  necessary  to  have  recourse  to  mechanical  restraint. 

The  health  of  the  inmates,  generally,  was  satisfactory. 
Reference  to  Table  34  shows  that  39  cases  of  influenza  occurred 
during  the  year,  but  the  17  cases  shown  as  “enteritis”  were 
probably  also  of  influenzal  origin,  as  the  disorder  appeared  to  be 
infectious,  and  a  gastro-intestinal  form  of  influenza  was  pre¬ 
valent  in  the  adjoining  district  at  the  time. 

The  only  serious  casualties  were  a  case  of  fractured  ribs  and  a 
case  of  dislocation  at  the  shoulder  joint,  both  of  which  were  the 
outcome  of  falls  occurring  during  struggles  with  other  patients. 

Two  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  made  their  annual 
visit  to  the  Asylum  on  the  30th  May,  and  a  copy  of  their  report 
will  be  found  on  page  9. 

The  health  of  the  attendants,  generally,  has  been  satisfactory, 
and  their  conduct  good.  Table  49  gives  the  length  of  service  of 
those  on  the  staff  on  the  31st  December,  1901. 

The  construction  of  the  new  block,  commenced  in  May,  1900, 
is  progressing  rapidly,  and  it  will  be  ready  for  occupation  by 
the  end  of  June.  This  will  increase  the  accommodation  on  the 
men’s  side  by  80  beds. 

The  parades  and  slopes  in  the  airing  courts,  and  of  the  terrace 
on  the  south  front  of  the  building  have  been  made,  and  the 
shelters  and  w.-c.’s  in  the  airing  courts  are  completed. 

A  new  piggery  has  been  built  on  the  farm,  about  300  yards 
from  the  piggeries  at  the  farmstead.  The  walls  are  of  brick¬ 
work,  and  the  floors  of  both  styes  and  yards  are  of  concrete, 
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Employment 
of  patients. 


faced  with  Portland  cement,  which  is  grooved  for  foothold  and 
drainage.  The  floor  of  each  stye  inclines  to  a  shallow  channel 
which  runs  through  it  and  falls  to  a  slightly  deeper  and  trans¬ 
verse  one  outside  the  yards,  and  from  this  a  single  drain  conveys 


the  sewage  on  to  the  land. 


The  floors  of  the  styes  are  covered  with  wooden  beds,  made 
in  sections,  which  are  easily  removable  for  flushing  the  floor 
with  water. 


A  cattle  shed  45  feet  by  12  feet  has  also  been  built  near  the 
piggery. 

A  new  steam  boiler  of  Cornish  type  has  been  fixed  at  the 
kitchen  on  the  male  side.  It  replaces  two  very  small  old  ones 
of  a  similar  pattern,  but  of  obsolete  construction. 

The  new  boiler  has  been  made  for  a  much  higher  steam 
pressure  than  the  former  ones  admitted  of,  and  will  be  more 
economical  in  working. 

The  new  oak  fence,  which  was  commenced  in  the  year  1900, 
along  the  road  at  the  back  of  attendants’  cottages,  A  os,  29  to  40, 
has  been  completed. 


The  amount  of  the  Parliamentary  Grants  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Asylum,  and  for  New  Works  and  Alterations,  for  the 
financial  year  ended  the  31st  March,  1902,  was  £45,245. 


The  expenditure  amounted  to  £43,154  9*.  11  d. 

The  surnlus  to  be  surrendered  to  His  Majesty’s  Exchequer  is 
£2,469  19. s'.  9 d.,  which  amount  includes  a  sum  of  £376  18,s.  8 d., 
the  amount  realised  in  excess  of  the  estimate  for  sundry 
receipts,  and  a  sum  of  £2  11s.  0 d.,  the  excess  of  receipts  over 
payments  for  the  farm  and  garden.  The  surplus  includes  also  the 
sum  of  £1,300 — unexpended  under  New  Works  and  Alterations 
in  consequence  of  the  difficulty  experienced  in  obtaining  workmen 
and  materials,  and  re-voted  for  the  year  1902-03.  The 
details  of  the  Vote  and  of  the  expenditure  will  be  found  in 
Table  37. 


The  average  cost  per  patient  for  the  year  was  £43  5s.  Id., 
as  compared  with  £43  8s.  2d.  for  the  previous  year.  The  par¬ 
ticulars  are  given  in  Table  38. 

Table  39  gives  the  distribution  and  valuation  of  the  patients’ 
labour.  227  male  and  146  female  patents  were  usefully  em¬ 
ployed  during  the  year.  The  estimated  value  of  their  work 
amounted  to  £5,097  15s.,  one-eighth  of  which  was  placed  at 
the  disposal  of  those  who  were  thus  employed,  for  their  personal 
use. 
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To  my  medical  colleagues,  and  other  members  of  the  staff, 
my  thanks  are  due  for  their  assistance  and  support  during  the 
year. 

I  also  desire,  in  conclusion,  to  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the 
great  kindness  and  consideration  I  have  continued  to  receive  from 
the  Council  of  Supervision.

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THE  CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT  FOR  1901.

Sir, 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  that  Divine  Services,  as 
appointed,  were  duly  performed  throughout  the  year  1901. 
No  change  was  made  in  the  Services,  which  comprised  Morning 
Service  at  10.45,  and  Afternoon  Service  at  3  or  3.30  according 
to  the  time  year.  The  administration  of  Holy  Communion  was 
on  the  first  Sunday  in  each  month,  and  also  on  Christmas  Day, 
Easter  Day  and  Whit-Sunday.  The  number  of  communicants 
was  25  viz.,  17  women  and  8  men. 


The  form  of  Matins  appointed  for  use  was  said  daily  throughout 
the  year  ;  at  this  service  7  men  and  8  women  formed  the  average 
congregation. 


On  the  occasion  of  the  funeral  of  Her  late  Majesty  Queen 
Victoria,  a  Memorial  Service  was  held  in  the  chapel,  which  was 
attended  by  a  large  and  reverent  congregation  of  patients  and 
members  of  the  staff  and  their  families. 


A  large  number  of  books  were  purchased  and  supplied  to  the 
different  parts  of  the  Asylum  for  the  use  of  patients. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  that  the  Elementary  School  attached 
to  the  Asylum  Estate  is  steadily  improving.  H.M.  Inspector, 
S.  Gr.  Tremenheere,  Esquire,  in  his  official  Report  states  that 
“  the  Mixed  School  has  continued  to  improve  and  much  of  the 
work  is  of  good  merit.  The  lessons  are  thoughtfully  prepared 
and  given  with  care  and  kindness,  and  discipline  is  satisfactory.’* 
Of  the  infant  class  he  says,  “  The  infants  are  in  good  order  and 
are  making  satisfactory  progress  generally.”

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  made  under  the 
Act  23  and  24  Viet.  c.  75,  intituled  “  An  Act  to  make  better 
provision  for  the  custody  and  care  of  Criminal  Lunatics,”  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1901. 

1.  The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  have  the  honour  to  report 
that  in  the  year  1901  the  Asylum  for  Criminal  Lunatics  at 
Broadmoor  (being  the  only  Asylum  appointed  under  the  Act 
above  mentioned)  was  visited  by  two  of  the  Commissioners,  viz., 
C.  S.  Bagot,  Esq.,  Barrister-at-Law,  and  F.  Needham,  Esq., 
Doctor  of  Medicine,  on  the  30th  May,  1901. 

2.  A  copy  of  the  memorandum  of  the  visit  of  the  Visiting 
Commissioners  is  appended  hereto.

BROADMOOR  CRIMINAL  LUNATIC  ASYLUM. 


Copy  of  Visiting  Commissioners’  Report. 

State  Criminal  Lunatic  Asylum , 

Broadmoor , 

May  30 th>  1902. 

On  the  30th  of  May,  1901,  we  paid  our  annual  visit  of  in¬ 
spection  to  the  Broadmoor  State  Criminal  Asylum,  which  we 
are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  as  maintained  in  a  satisfactory 
condition. 

Seeing  and  speaking  to  all  the  patients,  655  in  number,  or 
10  more  than  at  the  last  visit  in  November,  and  in  the  proportion 
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of  the  sexes  481  men  to  174  women,  we  gave  to  each  full  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  expressing  their  wishes  and  directing  our  attention  to 
their  grievances.  While  many  appealed  for  their  discharge,  few 
complained  of  their  treatment,  and  those  complaints  which  were 
made  were  by  obviously  discontented  patients,  and  upon  what 
seemed  to  us  to  be  insufficient  grounds,  and  we  found,  as  we 
expected,  that  in  every  instance  an  investigation  had  already 
been  made  either  by  the  medical  officers  alone,  or,  when  it 
appeared  to  be  desirable,  by  the  Council  of  Supervision  also. 

There  was  some  noisy  excitement  among  the  more  turbulent 
women,  and,  in  a  few  instances,  among  the  men,  but,  upon  the 
whole,  and  indeed  largely,  good  order  and  contentment  with  the 
treatment  prevailed. 

The  dress  was  clean  and  sufficient,  and  there  was  no  lack  of 
personal  neatness.  Most  of  the  patients  looked  in  good  physical 
health,  and  only  5  men  and  7  women  were  confined  to  bed,  not 
all  of  them  for  physical  ailments,  and  none  of  them  suffering 
from  bedsores. 

We  saw  a  good  dinner  neatly  served  to  the  men,  and  tea  to 
the  women,  both  of  them  sufficiently  substantial  meals,  the 
former  consisting  of  roast  mutton,  two  vegetables,  bread,  and 
beer  or  lemonade. 

The  epileptics  among  the  patients  are  33  in  number,  and  there 
are  two  general  paralytics,  and  23  actively  and  29  possibly 
suicidal.  Of  all  these,  85  in  number,  only  33  are  at  present 
sleeping  under  continuous  supervision,  a  defect  which  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  new  block  for  additional  patients  will  either 
remove  or  materially  diminish. 

At  present  the  male  building  is  overfull  by  one  bed  ;  while  in 
that  for  females  there  are  only  11  vacancies. 

About  18  per  cent,  of  the  patients  attend  Divine  Service  in 
the  chapel,  and  a  slightly  smaller  percentage  daily  prayers  in 
the  wards. 

Thirteen  per  cent,  are  allowed  to  take  exercise  under  super¬ 
vision  beyond  the  airing  courts,  and  the  same  proportion  are 
sent  for  occasional  drives.  Varied  entertainments  of  simple 
character  are  provided  for  the  40  per  cent,  who  are  able  and 
willing  to  attend  them,  and  50  per  cent,  employ  themselves  in 
some  way  or  other,  44  per  cent,  of  them  in  various  forms  of 
useful  manual  labour. 

It  is  as  remarkable  as  it  is  creditable  to  the  management  of 
this  large  asylum,  which  contains  so  many  troublesome  and 
highly  dangerous  patients,  that  it  should  have  been  able  to  be 
conducted,  since  the  last  visit,  efficiently  without  recourse  to 
mechanical  restraint.  To  this  circumstance  is  no  doubt  largely 
due  the  considerable  amount  of  seclusion,  which,  although  not 
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excessive  when  the  character  of  the  patient  is  taken  into  account, 
is  still  larger  than  the  average  in  ordinary  asylums.  The 
patients  actually  secluded,  since  the  last  visit  in  November,  were 
111),  but  of  these  onlv  28  men  and  no  women  were  so  secluded  to 
prevent  injury  to  themselves  or  to  others,  or  to  ensure  their  safe 
custody.  It  must  he  remembered  that  this  last  is  the  primary 
object  of  this  Asylum,  which  differs  from  an  ordinary  asylum  in 
being  a  place  of  detention  for  criminals  rather  than  a  hospital 
for  the  treatment  of  sick  persons,  which  the  County  and  Borough 
Asylums  are  and  are  becoming  in  an  increased  degree. 

The  changes  among  the  patients*  since  the  last  visit  have 
comprised  the  admission  of  28  ;  the  discharge  of  14,  of  whom 
5  had  recovered  and  were  sent  out  conditionally,  4  were  removed 
to  prison,  and  7  were  transferred  to  other  asylums  as  ordinary 
pauper  inmates  ;  and  the  deaths  of  4,  3  of  them  as  the  result  of 
natural  and  ordinary  causes,  and  the  fourth  from  suicide  by 
hanging  in  the  case  of  a  male  epileptic  imbecile  who  slept  in  a 
single  room. 

In  accordance  with  the  universal  practice  in  this  Asylum  a 
post-mortem  examination  and  a  coroner’s  inquest  were  held  in  each 
case  of  death. 

The  staff  in  attendance  upon,  and  having  the  custody  of  the 
patients  is  necessarily  a  strong  one,  averaging  about  one  to  five 
for  the  men  and  one  to  six  fcr  the  women,  and  their  record  of 
service  is  very  good. 

Nearly  73  per  cent,  of  the  men  and  53  per  cent,  of  the  women 
have  served  upwards  of  five  years,  and  57  per  cent,  of  the 
former  and  20  per  cent,  of  the  latter  10  years  and  upwards. 

As  respects  the  state  of  the  Asylum  we  found  the  rooms 
generally  in  good  order,  clean  and  properly  ventilated,  and  the 
beds  and  bedding  well  cared  for.  New  linoleum  had  been  laid 
down  with  good  effect  in  many  places.  Two  farm  cottages  had 
been  erected,  a  new  store  room  completed,  and  many  minor  but 
useful  improvements  effected. 

We  thought  that  some  renewal  of  paint  and  whitewash  was 
needed  in  various  parts  of  the  building,  that  the  stone  stairs 
of  Nos.  2  and  3  male  blocks  were  so  much  worn  as  to  be 
dangerous,  and  that  if  the  present  absorbent  wood  floors  which 
are  now  regularly  scrubbed  were  coated  with  some  non-absorbent 
mixture  and  dry  rubbed  it  would  be  a  distinct  sanitary  improve¬ 
ment. 

In  Dr.  Brayn’s  temporary  absence  we  received  every  informa¬ 
tion  and  assistance  from  Dr.  Baker  and  Dr.  Noott.

Meat  pie  is  occasionally  substituted  for  the  usual  Saturday’s  dinner. 

On  four  days  of  the  week,  other  vegetables,  such  as  may  be  in  season,  are 
given  in  lieu  of  4  ozs.  potatoes,  according  to  the  following  scale — weighed,  or 
measured,  before  cooking  : — 

Cabbage,  12  ozs.  ;  French  beans,  f  pint  ;  broad  beans,  shelled,  ^  pint  ;  green 
peas,  shelled,  i  pint;  vegetable  marrows,  1  lb. ;  carrots,  12  ozs. ;  parsnips,  12  ozs. ; 
onions,  8  ozs.

Seed  bread  is  given  twice  weekly  in  lieu  of  bread  and  butter  to  those  of  the 
patients  who  like  it. 

Oatmeal  gruel  at  bed  time  is  supplied  to  those  who  wish  for  it. 

The  sick  are  dieted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent. 

Working  patients  are  allowed  4  ozs.  bread  and  1  oz.  of  cheese  for  lunch,  with 
oatmeal  and  water. 

Every  patient  is  allowed  1^  ozs.  tea,  7  ozs.  sugar,  7  ozs.  butter,  and  If  pts.  milk 
weekly.  Bread  is  unlimited  ;  the  quantity  consumed  daily  averages  18  ozs.  for 
males,  and  14  ozs.  for  females. 

The  soup  consists  of  the  liquor  from  the  boiling  of  the  meat  with  the  addition 
of  12^  lbs.  of  peas  and  barley,  and  10  lbs.  of  vegetables,  for  100  patients. 

Currant  pudding  consists  of  flour  37^  lbs.,  currants  12£  lbs.,  and  suet  or 
dripping  12 \  lbs.,  to  make  LOO  lbs.  when  cooked. 

Fruit  pies  consist  of  flour  3  ozs.,  fruit  8  ozs.,  sugar  l  oz.,  and  dripping  1  oz.,  to 
make  12  ozs.  when  cooked. 

Seed  bread  is  made  from  dough,  with  the  addition  of  10  lbs.  dripping,  9  lbs. 
sugar,  and  lj  lbs.  earraway  seeds  to  100  lbs.  dough. 

Meat  pies  consist  of  4  ozs.  meat  without  bone,  7  ozs.  mixed  dough,  and  8  ozs. 
vegetables,  for  males  ;  3^  ozs.  meat  without  bone,  0  ozs.  mixed  dough,  and  8  ozs. 
vegetables  for  females. 

Suet  pudding  consists  of  flour  50  lbs.  and  suet  12£  lbs.,  to  make  100  lbs.  when 
cooked.

One  of  the  chief  reasons  why  fewer  changes  occur  amongst  the  men  than 
amongst  the  women  is  that  the  men  are  retained  in  the  service  after  their 
marriage,  provided  they  obtain  leave  to  marry,  whilst  marriage  usually  leads 
to  the  retirement  of  women  from  the  service.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  foregoing 
figures  that  over  69  per  cent,  of  the  male  attendants  have  been  in  the  service 
more  than  five  years,  whilst  over  59  per  cent,  have  been  in  the  service  for 
periods  above  ten  years.  Of  the  female  attendants,  over  51  per  cent,  count 
above  five  years’  service,  whilst  over  19  per  cent,  count  above  ten  years. 

Leave  of  absence  for  the  day  is  granted  every  eighth  day  ;  and,  in  addition, 
every  attendant  has  a  holiday  of  ten  days  annually.
